Mr. Calhoun on rising, said that not a'^rce 


ing 


with the chairman of the Judieiary Com¬ 


mittee, that the meaBurea proiwrJ in the bill 
were of an ordinary cliaraoter, and such as were 
sustained by precodoiils; but, on tlio, contrary, 
fully aoooHing in the declaration of the Sena¬ 
tor, from Mississippi, (Mr. Poindexter,) that it 
"would, in fact, bo a repeal of the Constitution, 
•hpuld it reeeire the sanction of Congress, ho 
had risen to offer throe resolutions, with a view 
of tettMg the principle* on which tlic hill rost- 
ed. 

l\e had drawn them with great care; with a 
■erupulous regard to the truth of every assiT- 
tion they contained, wliiiJh ho believed no one 
who valaed his character for candor, could con¬ 
tradict, a*d that no impartial jury iii christon- 
dom could, on an iasoe, refuse to render a ver¬ 
dict in their favor, and he had been c«iual\y 
scrupulous in making no deductions hut what 
were sustained by the clearest and must du- 
mouBlrative reason. 

Mr. C- said that though the bill ufas codeh- 
ed in general terms, and made apuliisible to all 
the States; add though it referrM, apparently 1 
on iu face, to cases only of insunecliou, or ^ 
lawless resistance of individual force, yet it 
would not be denied that it was intendeil to be 
applied particularly to the case of South Caro¬ 
lina, and with the intention, not of putting 
down the lawless combination of individuals in 
that State, but the authorized opposition of the 
people of^uth Carolina, to an act which they 
oonscientioBsly believed unconstitutional snd 
opprsamve; and as such, exercising the right 
u^ich belongs to her in the laet resort, as a sov- 
•reign mdmher of the confederacy, site has de¬ 
clare to be null and void. -Whatever resis¬ 
tance then, may he made in the State of South 
Caroliom. is a resistance by the State iiacif, au¬ 
thorized by her spyereign authority, and nbtthe 
resistance of a lawless combination of individu¬ 
als- It is to put down this resistance that the 
measure now before the Senate has Itccn repor- 
icd, and in this character, it is wholly unprece¬ 
dented; there is no example of the kind to be 
found on our statute book- 

Here then said Mr- C., is presented the great, 
he would say the awfully important ipirstion; 
has CoTigtess the right to pass this bill’ There 
are two vioves of our -Constitution, going hack 
to its fundamental principles; one contained in 
the proclamation and the message of the Presi¬ 
dent, which have given birth to the bill, and 
the other in the ordinance and proceedings of 
the people of S- Carolina- As the one or the 
other of these views may be correct, the bill 
must be pronounced to bo constitutional or un- 
%omtiluUonal. If it be true, ns stated by the 
President, that the people of these U. States 
are united on the principle, of a social compact, 
as so many individnals constituting one nation 
'—if they have tdinsferrcd to the Ocnenl Gov 
arnment their allegiance—if they have parted 
with the right of judging, in the last resort, 
What powers are reserved and what delegated 
->then, indeed the-States are u’itlioui sover¬ 
eignty, without rights, and no other ohjeetion 
oan be made to the bill, but what niight be 
made to its ekpcdioncy. 

But if, on the other liand, these positions 
arc utterly false—if, in trutli, the Constitution 
is the work of the people, funning iwenty-foiir 
distinct political communities—if, when adopt¬ 
ed, it formed a union of Slates, and not of in¬ 
dividuals—if the States have not surrendcrtHl 
the right of judging, in the last resort, as to the 
extent of the reserved, and of courue of the del¬ 
egated powers—then, indeed, there, is not a 
shadow of foiindalion in the Constitution, to 
authoriza the bill; but, on the contrary, it would 
So wholly repugnant to its genius; dcsirucUvc 
of its very existence, and involving a political 
sin of the highwt character—of the delcgati d 
acting against the sovereign power— qf (he 
creatur* waring agaimt (he erealor. 

In making these assertions Mr. C: said ho 
had the tnthority of the President oi the United 
StatM hiraaelf. He had tacitly acknowledged 
that if the views of the Constitution on whieh 
the State of South Carolina has acted be enr- 
reet, then neither this nor any other incaHuri's 
of force could be adopted against her. On no 
other principle could the long and elaborate ar¬ 
gument, (and false he 'ms compelled to say as 
Tung and elaborate,) contained in the proclama¬ 
tion. and in the message, be explained. Well 
might the President fcel, that unices the doc- 
Irinee on which South Carolina had acted could 
be successfully resisted, it would be impossible 
for the Government to adopt any measures a- 
gaintl her which presented the great and sol 
omn question—arc they truth or not’ on wliich 
ho proposed to make a few remarks; with thtt 
intention that tho Senate might duly and de- 
lihetately reflect on thorn in tho short interval 
fx'tween this and Monday next- (The day fix¬ 
ed for .the discunsian of tlie bill.) 

The great question at issue is wliere is the 
paramount |<ewei) Where the sovereignty in 
this complex, but beautiful and admirable sys 
tom (if wellunderalood) is lodged; for where 
tho sovereignty is, there too raitai Ixi the para¬ 
mount power. A few plain, and simple, and 
incontrovertible poeitiona will ilctcrmine this 
point. That the people of the Status, as con¬ 
stituting sepatstu contnunitioe, formed tlie 
Constitution; isas unquestionable as any histur- 
ieal fket whatever, - -It stands upon the most 
durable and unquestionable record—as much 
BO as the records of any court in iltc universe; 
and tint the Uniun..of wliich tlic cnnstituiional 
compact is the bond, is ti union between .Status, 
nnd not between a mere mass of individuals, 
rests on'auffibrlly hot less high—on the Con¬ 
stitution itself; which expressly dealarcs, in the 
article of ntifieation—that it altall be binding 
brimten the Sltftt* ratifuing the tame —words 
more explicit—he woiud say fecfcnictil—could 
not be delrised; yet as certain ns iheSl facts sn>, 
they cannot be admitted, without admitting the 
d'icUinrs for which South Carolina contends. 
They, by tho most certain and direct doduction 
omtlusivcly will show where the paramount 
l^wer of the system is; whore its sovereign 
authority resides. 

No one will pretend that the sorcroignly is 
iu the Gevornmrnt. To make that aasertion 
would bo to go back to the Asiatic idea of Gov- 
eminent, it la scaroely Burojtcan, as tho must 
intelligent writer^in that Scetiqn of tlie Globe 
longiinco traced soTcroignty to a higher source. 
No the aowreignty ia nbl tn ihd Government, 
it ia in iho people. Any other conception is 
utterly abhorrent to the ideas of every Amm- 
«an. There is not a particle of Sovci'elgniy In 
tho Govornmont If, then, it bo in tlie people, 
which cannot be doniod, unless extinguishing 
thelighu of political scionce f<ir mure than two 


ihnirtaivl years, the only poteiblcqur^tiun 
can remain is, in wkat people-’ In the iMMplo 
of the United Stele-s, coUecIivcly as a ui:i.«s of 
iiidividu.'ilb, or iu ilie people of the iweuiy- tour 
Stales, ns forming distinct polilicul conunimitie,3 
coiifederalcd in this Union.’ The facts rJre;uly 
established thscido this question, and prove ilu' 
sovereignty to be in the ptmple of the several 
Slates. No such aunmiinily ever existed,-a-s 
the people of the United Suites, foriniiig a col¬ 
lective body of ifi(Iivido.al8 in oik; iiatioit: and 
the idea that they arc so united, by ilie present 
Constitution, as a social compact, as alleged by 
the prtwlaination, is utterly false and absurd-— 
'I'o call tho Constitution the social compact, is 
tho greatest possible abuse of langu.sge. No 
two things ate more dissimilar; there is net an 
expression in the whole science of politics, 
more perfectly definite in its moaning than tlie 
social compact. It means that association of 
individuals, founded on tlte implied assent of 
all iisiiicmbors, which precedes all Government 
and from which Government or the constitution¬ 
al compact springs; and yet, the President, in 
tlic dating attemiit to put down our/cdfrtil-sys-, 

tern, has ventured to confound things soint.ally 
dissiinilar- The sovereignty, then, is in the 
jreople of tho several States, unitctl in this fed¬ 
eral Union. It is not only in them, but in 
them unimpaired; not a particle resides in the 
Government; not one jiarticlc in tlic American 
pconlr. collectively. '■ 

The people of the Stales have, indeed, dele¬ 
gated a portion of their soiteteigaty, to lie exer¬ 
cised conjointly by a General Government, and 
have retained the residue to Ire exercised hy 
their tcspeciive State Governments. Hut to 
delegate is not to part wither to impair itower 
Tho delegated power ip the agent is as much 
the power of the principal .as if it remained in 
tho latter, and may, as between him and hie 
agent, be controlled or resumed at itleasuru.— 
Now mark the Consciiiiencc. 

No one can deny that the act of the sover- 
•ign binds the citizen or suliject- The latter 
is not individually responsible for the act of the 
political community ot which he ia a member, 
and to which he owes allegiance. The com¬ 
munity only is responsible- This is'a princi¬ 
ple universally recognised; but without regard 
' ing a principle so obvious—formed upon •>’'

outr.ige more than barbarian, uikmi the fiinda 
merital principle of political insliiutinns, as bus 
ever been recognized by allpoopleso far ailvan- 
ced in civilization as to be termed into [lolitical 
communities. 

None can doubt that the Convention of the 
people of South Carolina is the true organ of 
her sovereignty. According to our American 
id(;a8, sovera'ignly, instrad of lying donnant in 
tlie mass or individuals composing a State, and 
instead of being capable of being called into ic 
tion by a rcvulutiunary movemont only, has 


known, organic and peaceable means of action. 
That means is a Convention of the people— 
Through its instrumentality all of our constitu¬ 
tion.^—.State and Federal, were formed and 
raiifiod. Through the same authentic voice 
Ilie people of South Carolina spoke in her late 
ordinance. Which, aa far as her citizens are 
euncornad, is not Jess obligatory than the con¬ 
stitution itself. It is easy to Me that, tinder 
this aspect of the subject, this bill presents s 
question infinitely beyond that of (he tariff or 
its constitutionality; of nullification, or whether 
the .Supreme Court is the tribunal appointt»l 
by the constitution to decide questions in son- 
troveruy between the States and Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. It sweeps away tho whole of these 
questions. It may be admitted, to-illuatratc 
this idea, tlial the tariff is constituliuhal; that 
the Supreme Court ia tho authority apirainted 
by the conatitution to judge questions in conflict 
belweon tho State nnd Floral Government; 
ami yet this bill cannot bn justified. 

High as tlic authority of the court may be, 
its powers are but delegated powers; it makes 
a part of tho Government itself, and like every 
other portion of the Government, is destitute of 
the least particle of sovereign power. As del¬ 
egated powers may bo resumml by the sover¬ 
eign delegating the same, such a resumption 
may bo a breach of compact—a violation of the 
faith of (ha State; but even in that ca.se the 
State aa a community, and not its citizens indi¬ 
vidually, aro liable. The State as acommuni 
ly can break no law. It can, aa a sovereign 
boily, l>o subject to none. It may plmlge its 
faith; it may delegate its powers, it may break 
nno and resume tne other, but the remedy, in 
such cases, is not hostile enactments; not lots 
by which the citizens individually are made 
responsible, as tho bill most absurdly aiid pre¬ 
posterously propoees; but open force; war itself; 
unless there be some proTision, of a remedial 
and )>eaceful character, provided in thecompact 
1 am not now, said Mr. C., aliout to discui 
the question of using force on tlio part of tho 
Federal Government against tho State. That 
question is nut now before the Senate; but 
should it he prosented in any stage of this pro¬ 
ceeding, I staiiil ready to prove that this Uor. 
rrmiteiii li;is no right, oven, to rnaorl to force 
The i)lii.sirioiisinpo who framed our constitution 
were too wise and intriotic to admit of tlie in 
troduetiun of force, in consiilufuig a federal 
SYHlein; tliev liad too profound a knuwicilge of 
tlie liuiiiaii lieart; too deep an insight into liisto 
ry, not to porccivn that the introduction of 
force into sucli a system must necessarily lead 
to a military des|viiism. The fabric is too dele 
cate to aiaml iCs rude shook. 'I'hcy devised, as 
a substitute, a far more effectual and pc;iocfiil 
means—one much mute consonant to the ad 
vaiiceil ]irogro« of political science and civili 
zalion. Ho alluded to the provision'by wliii 
all contests for jwwcr, hclwecn the Federal 
Government and the Stales, may Ix' virtually 
deeideil in n convention of the States. That 
is tho true, wiuo and consl(tutiouul means 
of terminating this controversy. Let thi 


C.arulina tomaintaia^e Constitution and tliel 
liberties of the country! She ha.s been discoun¬ 
tenanced even hy hqr sister States, immediate¬ 
ly intprestoil in thc'^ut!! Why iben commit 
tho injustice of inoliiding them in its penal on- 
aetiuenW.’ Wliy A^uise the rosl intention; 
that it is to coerce a sovereign State cxcrcismg 
her constitutional right of judging in tlio last 
ri-sort/ of itot rese^bd rights, with a view of 
protecting her citikens against the eneroacli- 
incpts of tho Federal Government? Wliy not 
meet this mighty jssuc boldly and manfully ? 
Why confound thWmqvements of a Slate vrith 
riots, mobs, and insqrrections? But one reason 
can lie assigned.

Should it pass, it 
will effectuilly and forever pul down our beau¬ 
tiful federal system, and rear on its ruins a pon- 
aulidatcd government. ,Thf sovereignty ol the 
States would <^/#r*t.submergcd—that sov¬ 
ereignty which'ei^tl.^ted ours a federal sys¬ 
tem, and IhelossoCwluqh would make it a cqn- 
solidafion. ■ ” . t,-.. 

The issue is noyr.^fotc us; the decision can 
not be much longer.d^ayed; tJic rejection of the 
passage of this.billwiii probably decide U for¬ 
ever. Let nb-oiift sppposo that, in deciding 
this great questing,irour system will stop at 
mere conaolidatioo-jjii^ hut a Stego in the cer¬ 
tain progress to despotism; and that the

In the Senalii‘ihe consider.ation of the 
bill appropriating for a limited lime the 
proceeds of thd skies of the public lands, 
was resumed,—tbo question being on tbe 
amendment proposed by Mr. Poindexter. 
Mr. P. nddress^.lhe Senate at length, in 
favor of his pmenilment, nnd the original 
bill; before hqbad concluded, tn adjourn* 
ment to.ok pitee. 

In the House ontepresentatives, Mr. 
Cambrelea^v,-from the Committee on 
Commerctf reported a bill to regulate 
the compefisa!tlori of officers of Revenue 
Gutters. Several private bills were re* 
ported and resolutions adopted. .The 
resolutions heretofore offered by Mr. Ad¬ 
ams, calling on the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury for informa 
lion relative to the Tariff were further 
lebated by Mesqr*. Stewart and Adams, 
until the hour allotted le morning busi 
ness hod expirqd. The House then went 
into Committee on the Tariff. Mr. Jen 
ifer addressed the committee about an 
hour in opposition to some of the fea¬ 
tures of the bill( and was followed by Mr. 
Denny, who spoke about two hours a- 
gainst its general prinriples. Mr. K. D 
White moved the Committee rise; which 
was carried, and tbe House adjourned 
Monday, Jan- 21. 

In the Senate Mr. SiUhee presented tho 
crodoiitials of the Hon- Daniel tVebster, rc- 
clecirj a Scmitor front the State of Massachu 
setts for six yrais, from and after tho 4th of 
March next.

Ji(essfond»..rThat the people ortho several i 
States, thus united by the oonstilutloiul core- 
pact, in forming that instrument, and in crea¬ 
ting a General Qovommont to carry into effect 
the objects for which it was formed, delegated 
to Uiat Uoveriiracnt, for that purpose, certain 
dofinirn powers,to lie exercised jointly, reserving 
at tlio same time, ctinh State to itself, the.rcsid-. 
uary mass of powora to bo exercised by its own 
sri)arate government; and that whenever the 
General Government assumes the exercise of 
powers not delegated by the compact, its acteare 
unauUtorized and are of no effect, and that the

retained their sovornignty; that the allegiance 
of their citizens have been transferred to the 
General Government; that they haro parted 
with the right of punishing treason, through 
their respective Slate Governmentr, and that 
tliey have not tho right of judging, irf the last 
resort, as to the extent of the powers reserved 
and of consequence, of those delegated—aro 
not only without foundation in truth, but are 
contrary to tho most certain and plain historical 
facts,lk. the clearest deductions of reason; & that 
all o,xerciBO of pwor on the part of tlie General 
Government, or any of its Departmei^ls, claim¬ 
ing autliurity from such erroneous assumptions, 
must of necessity, be iirKxmstitutiopd; must

Castle Pinkney, in the harbor of Charleston 
to which post the Custom House hoq recently 
been removed, is thus spoken of in a letter from 
an officer of (he Unite<l States Array, publishod 
in the Winchester Rep iblican.. 

“Castle Pinckney, wnere I am stationed, is 
a small but strong castellated fortification, built 
Upon a marsh, a small portion of which has 
been reclaimed for that puroose. It is within 
12 or 14 hundred yards ofCharlcsUin, and com¬ 
pletely commands the city. The walls are 7 
or 8 feet in thickneaa; having ombmsurcs for 
mnsketry, and defended by eight twenty-four 
poundora, two twelves, two sixes and a ten inch 
howitzer.—Others are to bo added, which will 
make the place almost impregnable. Here, if 
matters oome to the worat, the first blow will 
be struck, and dreadful will be tbs destniction 
to the brave and generous Carolinians if their 
infatualiun shall urpt them to the rash s)ep. 

' •‘The castle is defended by two companies 
of 'artillery, under the command of captains 
Sanndert and Patrick. 

“There is no intorenufse, scarcely, between 
the oflficers and either of the parties in the city. 
Under other circu.uslsnces, tliis woulj be a 
pleasant pest, aa our boat plies twice between 
this and Charleston, which would afford me an 
opportunity of visiting the city ss often as 1 
wished. One groat disadvantage is, that there 
is not room enough for exercise—tlio whole 
spaee beyond the reach of the tide net being 
much more than a half acre. The marsh, how¬ 
ever, is fast filling up with oystoi shells, which 
in a'few vear; will afford a firm fimndatinn. . 

“Port MoulirijB is siutated on Sullivan island, 
about five miles from Carlcston; and, until the 
recent belligerent attitude of South Carolina, 
was in rather a defenceless conditiun.- They 
ate now repairing the fort, manning it with era. 
iianee of various calibro, and surrounding it 
with piquets for infantry. The island is thick¬ 
ly studded with houses—built exclnsively for 
summer residences; whither the fuhion, tho 
beauty, and chivalry of Cliarleston oongregste 
every aamoter, to enjoy Uie flne aca breexo, and 
perhaps asa bathing. The dwellings, surround¬ 
ed by pianas—the palmetto, the boast and pride
